2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record all failed to show either alone and/or in combination a first and second actuator 
with different frequency ranges being aligned and coupled to one another and actuating 
over a third distance when combined. Also with respect to claim 26, the prior art does 
not disclose the 2 actuators with different frequencies and also one of them being 
hydraulic and the other being piezoelectric. Also with respect to claim 51 , the prior art 
does not disclose an aircraft with the 2 actuators with different frequencies and also 
coupled with a linkage and having a motion sensor and moving a third distance when 
they act together.
